Water for Stock. 


A.WRITER in the Counlry Gentleman 


on the above subject says: 
" Water is one of the first essentials 


of farming. 
Eighty per cent, of all 


flesh is water, and even in what are 
called dry foods water must form a 
large proportion if the animal is to be 
kept in good thrift. 
It is generally bet- 


ter to give food somewhat moist, for 
the purpose, making it more palatable, 
and therefore more digestible. 
With 


our northern ice-bound winters a good 
supply of water for domestic animals 
becomes a very important considera- 
tion. Very often in eold weather stock 
will prefer to remain under shelter 
rather than go to tho spring or brook 
where only ice-cold water awaits them. 
It is very easy to cause animals to lose 
from want of water all that they gain 
by feeding grain. Lack of water is one 
reason why it is so difficult to keep up 
a flow of milk in winter. The food is 
not succulent and the water is general- 
ly so cold that if a cow drinks all that 
she requires the chill to the stomach 
will impair digestion. Usually the ani- 
mal will not drink enough, while the 
coldness of the water keeps the food 
from doing as mucli good as it should. 
In all basement bai-ns (and all barns in- 
tended for stock feeding should have a 
basement under their entire extent) 
this matter of providing water can be 
settled with comparatively little ex- 
pense. 
If the water is not too far dis- 


tant from the barn, it may be brought 
close to the feeding trough in pipes. If 
there be not a supply sufficient for this 
cisterns can be built on one side of tlio 
basement, and the heat from fattening 
stock will prevent freezing to such an 
extent as to injure the walls. A barn 
forty by ninety feet will require a cis- 
tern holding one hundred and twenty 
barrels,, an a this size will usually ac- 
commodate all the animals that need be 
fed under such a barn. To save room 
it is better to make the cistern just out- 
side the basement wall and have tho 
top covered deeply enough to prevent 
freezing. 
The cistern will bo filled 


previous to the winter with the warm 
summer rains, and it will be far into 
winter before the 
temperature ap- 


proaches the freezing point. When 
roots are fed less water is needed, and 
it is a curious fact that a fattened ani- 
mal generally drinks less in proportion 
than one in only store condition. There 
is less water in the flesh of a fat animal 
than in that of a poor one. It is proba- 
ble this fact has led farmers to believe 
that fattening stock do not need regu- 
lar drink. But the moderate amount 
they require must be given regularly, or 
the disquiet and rough appearance of 
the coat will show that something io 
wrong. If water is kept by them all 
the time there will be no danger that 
they will drink more than is for their 
good. We snail not decrease the pro- 
portion of water in their ilesh by fur- 
nishing less of that, but rather % giv- 
ing more of fat ahd flesh forming ele- 
ments.

How to Boil ami Stew. 


To DO either properly, the food must 


be immersed at the beginning in actual- 
ly boiling water, and the water must be 
allowed to reach the boiling point again 
immediately, and to boil lor about°live 
minutes. The action of the boiling1 
water upon the surface of either meat 
or vegetables is to harden it slightly, 
but enough to prevent the escape of 
either juices or mineral salts. 
After 


the pot containing the food lias begun 
to boil the second time, it should be re- 
moved to the side of the iiro, and al- 
lowed to simmer until the food is clone. 
This simmering, or stewing, extracts 
all the nutritious qualities of either 
meat or vegetables; the pot should be 
kept closely covered unless for a mo- 
ment when it is necessary to raise tho 
cover in order to remove the scum. The 
steam will condense upon the inside of 
the cover, and fall back into the pot in 
drops of moisture, if the boiling is slow. 
Do not think that rapid boiling cooks 
faster than the gentle process 1 recom- 
mend. 
After the pot once boils you 


cannot make its contents cook anv 
faster if you have fire enough under it 
to run a steam engine. 
So save your 


fuel and add it to the fire little by little, 
to keep the pot boiling. Remember if 
you boil meat hard and fast it will bo 
toug;h and tasteless, and most of its 
goodness will go up the chimney, or out 
of the window with the steam.—Ex» 
change,

THE new semi-official Kussian paper, 


the Bereg, remarking on the want of a 
middle class in Russia, observes that 
the 11,000,000 members of the different 
dissenting scots would form excellent 
material for the creation of such a class. 
The Russian dissidents, it says, have 
had their energies stimulated and their 
intellects sharpened by the incessant 
obstacles with which they have had to 
contend, and they are now to bo found 
in all departments of trade—as artisans, 
farmers, 
stock 
brokers, merchants, 


bankers, manufacturers and agents. 
Their education, too, has been more 
carefully attended to than that of most 
other Russians: their family relations 
are exemplary, although till recently 
their marriages were not sanctioned by 
law, and the necessity of acting together 
for mutual self-defense has developed 
in a considerable degree a feeling of 
esprit de corps among them. Finally, 
the dissidents arc, with a few excep- 
tions, to be reckoned among those citi- 
zens who from a political point of view 
are most to bo depended upon. 


GOULD'S winnings during the last 


year are variously estimated, but on any 
reckoning his capital has been rolling 
up like a snow-ball. The New YorE 
Public says that a year ago he sold 100,- 
000 shares of Union Pacilic for about 
$7,500,000. Then lie bought a con- 
trolling interest 
in Kansas Pacific, 


which was at 12, for about §000,000, 
and in the next six months the stock 
rose to 92, netting §4,000,000. Wabash 
was at 18 when Gould bought, men say, 
two-thirds of tho stock, and it rose later 
to 62A. 
His prolits on tho consolidation 


of the St. Louis Northern (which he 
bought at 7i and saw rise to 47) and 
Wabash are put at $-1,850,000. In all 
by spending about S3,850.000 for stocks 
Gould has netted $11,000,000, if—an 
important if—he were to 
sell out. 


Meanwhile he can borrow on his hold- 
ings two or three times the amount of 
his original capital. The question in 
Wall Street now is how much Gould ex- 
pects to make on his Central stock, of 
which he has at least 83,500

IT is stated that few of the Western 


States produce a supply of white beans 
sufficient for hpme consumption, and 
tho amount eaten is far smaller than it 
should be. No vegetable food contains 
a larger amount of nutriment than 
beans. In the formation of muscles 
they are nearly equal to any kind of 
meat. 
Beans form a staple article of 


diet in all countries noted for their 
thrift. 
The institution of baked beans 


has had much to do with tho prosperity 
of the New England States. Famine 
rarely if ever occurs iu countries where 
beans form a leading article of food. 
Scarcely any crop can be produced 
from a given amount of land that will 
supply as many persons with food as a 
crop of beans. 
Common field beans 


are easily and cheaply raised. The 
seed costs very little, and the labor of 
cultivation is small. 
A very 
fail- 


crop of beans may be raised by sowing 
them broadcast in sod turned over in 
May. If sowed iu this manner no. cul- 
tivation is required. It is usual to 
plant them in drills on. old land and to 
tend the crop with a hoe and cultiva- 
tor. The drills may bo as near to- 
gether as will allow the running of a 
cultivator between them. Little cultiva- 
tion is required except to keep down 
the 
weeds and grass. The 
plants 


should never be disturbed while they 
are wet with dew or rain, as the least 
touch will cause the leaves to rust. 
Tho land on which beans arc planted 
should bo of nearly uniform character, 
so that they may all ripen at about the 
same time. A very rich soil is not nec- 
essary for the production of a good crop 
of beans. It is necessary, however, 
that the laud bo dry. No crop will do 
as well on sandy hills and knolls as com- 
mon white beans.—Chicago Times.
